Claims 4-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per independent claims 4, 14, and 23, the prior art does not teach a method/system of 
displaying motion guidance cues comprising the combination of receiving inputs related to a 
user, displaying a main animated character whose motion the user is to emulate, and displaying 
ghosts of the animated character, wherein the ghosts represent the position of the character at a 
future time.
